Mrs. Walter Gano gave a most 
interesting program on coverlets, 
formerly known as “flower gar- 
dens.” . Fie. 

She said the first card loom was 
invented by Joseph Jacquard in 1801 
in Lyons, France. From this loom, 
weavers were able to create 
beautiful designs of flowers, birds 
and geometric figures. Thistle 
borders were used frequently and 
each coverlet bore a trademark of 
the date and design. 

Business flourished, using this 
manual card loom, until the power 
looms were invented. They com- 
pletely destroyed the weaver’s 
livelihood and weavers were forced 
to move to different localities. Rares 

Between _ 1830...and. 1840, ‘the 

weavers from . Scotland, England 
and Germany took their looms and 
migrated to the New England states. 
Around 1853, three Known families 
moved into Indiana. Four Muir 
brothers settled in Greencastle, the 
Stinger family in Rush County and 
the Wilsons in Coatesville. Soon their 
Products were very much in 
demand. Coverlets sold for the “high 
price’ of $5 to $10. Among the 
favorite designs were Bird of 
Paradise and Connecticut Beauty. 

Materials used were cotton flax 
and wool, much of which was made 
in their own homes. 

Colors were limited mostly to 
blues and reds; blues being 
predominate. The dyes were made 
from walnut shel Is, flowers, grasses, 
bark and cacti scales. . 

_ After the Civil War, the making of 
these coverlets came to anend.
